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Overview

This bill appropriates $1 million in fiscal year 2020 and $1 million in fiscal year 2021 from
the general fund to the commissioner of human services for grants to Dakota and
Olmsted Counties to implement the Minnesota Pathways to Prosperity and Well-Being
Pilot Project. Prohibits the commissioner from releasing the funds until sufficient funds
have been raised to fully fund a unified benefit set for the 100 clients in the pilot project.
Requires the commissioner to authorize Dakota and Olmsted Counties to operate the
pilot project. Sets base funding for the pilot project for fiscal year 2022 and 2023.
Specifies this is a onetime appropriation. Provides a June 20, 2022, expiration date.
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
